With butter prices now generally 


quoted on the basis of 92 score, the 
state department of agriculture has 
a recommendation from its butter 
advisory committee to establish a 
special Grade A for butter which 
can classify as 93 score, according 
to Ralph E. Ammon, director of 
the department. 


The grade will be given to that 


butter which meets rigid tests on 
texture, flavor and other qualities, 
and according to advice from dairy 
brokers, will earn higher prices for 
producers who are able to get the 
grade.

most butter producers could not 
immediately better the 92 score 
which is now regarded as the high- 
est quality available on the market 


In the past butter grading pro- 


grams have been discussed in state 
agricultural circles, but legislative 
action has always failed because 
the proposals contemplated grad- 
ing on a compulsory basis.

grading program, but federal grades 
range from 88 to 92.

cording to a department of agricul- 
ture bulletin received by J. F. 
Magnus, county agricultural agent. 


Gus Bohstedt, livestock feeding 


specialist at the Wisconsin College 
of Agriculture explains that the 
modern hog's tendency to root is a 
holdover from earlier days when 
pigs obtained a considerable amount 
of their food from grubs and edible 
roots of various sorts. 


It 
has been noticed, Bohstedt 


points out, that while hogs like to 
root in the soil, they do not tear 
up sod pastures nearly so much 
when good protein 
and 
mineral 


feeds are supplied. This goes to 
show, Bohstedt says, that with pigs, 
feed takes first place* over fun, and 
that if the porker's ration is not 
complete in some respects he con- 
stantly turns to the soil in search 
of the missing elements. On the 
other hand, if the ration is prop- 
erly balanced, Bohstedt explains 
that there may be a surprisingly 
small amount of rooting.

A PRESIDENTIAL FLIGHT OF 


ORATORY 


There are some distinctions the Amer- 


ican people should always keep in mind 
even if their President doesn't. 


They have all a perfect right to their 


sympathies in every quarrel. Perhaps it 
is impossible to watch any contest from 
a wrestling match to a war without pull- 
ing for one of the contestants. 


But jumping into a melee just to be 


the deciding factor in jls decision is quite 
another proposition. And the one who 
does it, whether an individual or a nation, 
may be in need of a good psychiatrist. 


We are of the opinion that America, 


as every other great nation, lias a mani- 
fest duty and destiny. Fate has put this 
usually vigorous and vigilant nation in 
the western world and poured into its 
lap such power and wealth that it may 
influence the course of that western world 
and can protect it from others whose aims 
and ambitions may be in conflict with 
ours. 


Unless we get the mad ambitions of a 


Caesar or Napoleon which will drag us to 
the bottom, as mad ambitions always 
have, we may continue 'to direct the des- 
tiny of half the world which in itself is a 
monumental task. 


But our President and many others 


in the country declare that we must reach 
out beyond this western world in order 
to prevent the success of German arms 
which, we are told, will result in "a world 
dominated by the philosophy of force." 


That expression will not move most 


people at all. It looks like a great shot 
of moonshine. 
And when the President 


tries to describe this country as a "lone 
island in a world dominated by the phil- 
osophy of force ... a helpless nightmare 
of a people without freedom, a people 
lodged in prison, handcuffed, hungry, and 
fed through the bars from day to day by 
the contemptuous, unpitying masters of 
ether continents," we would say that the 
noble gentleman had run hog wild. 


We aren't as much afraid of the conse- 


quences even of German success as we are 
of having a president who can talk such 
flaming rubbish. 


Before handcuffs are put on us the 


Reich will have to make about a billion 
pairs of handcuffs to keep the French and 
British empire chained. 
And just how 


Germany is going to get her economy in 
shape to sell goods to others while she 
kicks them around in handcuffs requires 
an imagination affected by drugs of some 
sort. 


Mr. Roosevelt isn't to be blamed for 


getting all heated up over Mussolini sort 
of acting like those skulking individuals 
that rob the dead after some great ca- 
tastrophe has passed over a land. But in 
very truth the Italian government has 
been for sale to the highest bidder at 
nearly all times and its standards of in- 
ternational morals have been on a par 
with those of our dearly beloved neigh- 
bors to the south who will even .sell out 
the country that is now paying them trib- 
ute if they get paid more bv some other 
country. 


In fact the only good and sound rea- 


son Mussolini could bring to the fore 
against England and France was that they 
promised him a certain amount of loot in 
World War No. 1 and didn't divvy up 
honestly but took most of the colonies 
and other lands for themselves. 


If anyone wants to read up on tne 


records of the House of Savoy, from which 
Italy takes its kings, he will lind a btory 
much like that of Hesse from which came 
the Hessians who were hired by George 
III to come over and fight against our rev- 
olutionary sires, and dutifully did so for 
what there was in it. 


A full and well balanced life is made 


up of 99 parts of realism to one of ideal- 
ism. 
But when the prescription is re- 


versed we must expect rulers to talk as 
Mr. Roosevelt did recently.

should be written, its loss for 1939 would 
be $786,000. So with the Platte Company, 
instead of a loss by the latter of $340,000 
for 1939 the loss should be $688,000.

Making Child See Mistake 


BY ANGELO PATRI 


Children under four are likely to bite other children. Often they do 


this in anger. One bites instead of striking or kicking, as another child 
may do. Because all of u* have put a taboo on biting the child's mistake 
causes an uproar quite out of proportion to its meaning. For example, 
when one thrtee-year-old bangs his friend on the head with a shovel, we 
are shocked and grieved and frightened a bit, too. But we are not hor- 
rified, as we are when he bites his friend. Yet he is doing exactly what 
the shovel-wielder did. 


Little children have a limited vocabulary so they cannot express them- 


selves in language. They are limited, too, in their thinking. Thoughts are 
hazy because feelings flood them. A little child of three is suddenly flood- 
ed with a feeling of joy. Something delightful has happened to her. In the 
storm of emotion, thoughts are clouded, thinking is hazy, and to find 
some relief, some way of expression, she runs to her little friend and 
bites him. The bite is not vindictive. It is the only form permitted this 
little undeveloped mind for expression. 


Sometimes it is anger that floods out clear thinking. Then the bite is 


an angry bite. It doesn't hurt any 
more than the other sort because 
bothTare activated by strong emo- 
tion. Both are mistaken ways of ex- 
pression. There is no sense in being 
angered by the mistake, nor in be- 
ing scared. The child is not vicious. 
He is the victim of his stage of 
growth.' Other children must be 
protected against him, and he from 
them as well.

It is possible, of course, that he 
and his partner were not using an 
ace-locating convention and that, 
therefore, he did not have this per- 
fect means of determining whether 
North's opemnc bid had included 
two aces or not. A four no trump 
bid, instead of the spade rebid (as- 
suming a convention were being 
used) would elicit a sign-off from 
North, and then South, sure that 
. there v,-as an ace off the hand, 
could content himself with a small 
slam in spades. It must be admitted, 
however, that with West's invalu- 
able assistance he made an even 
greater killing on the hand than he 
was entitled to. 


When South heard the double of 


seven spades he could be certain be- 
yond any reasonable doubt that West 
held an ace, since he could not pos- 
sibly hold a trump trick. That de- 
cided, it was a simple matter for 
South to get the ace holder off the 
lead by returning to the no trump 
contract, first bid by North. This, of 
course, would put East on lead, and 
in the highly unenviable position of 
having to make the correct guess. 
While it is true that North's dia- 
mind bid reduced this guess to no 
worse than a 50-50 chance between 
the unbid suits of hearts and clubs, 
this certainly was a great deal bet- 
ter than virtually conceding defeat 
by allowing East to open the ace 
under his thumb. 


South's redouble was merely a 


matter of playing the percentages. 
He knew that his partner 
might 


make a light opening bid but never 
"psyched," and that being the case, 
he was absolutely marked with at 
least the king of hearts in addition 
to the ace and king of diamonds. 
Therefore the contract never could 
go down more than one trick, an 
additional 200 points, whereas if 
East guessed wrong there was an 
excellent chance of making 440 
more points than •v -Quid accrue to 
seven no trump doubled. 


Of course, West's double was 


simply ghastly, and I am sorry for 
poor East, who actually did guess 
wrong by opening a club instead of 
a heart.

ing itself of modern scientific med- 
ical or dental attention, then t h a t 
code should be checked and double 
checked.

for it, that we could keep 130,000 
dentists busy instead of the pre- 
sent 65,000. 


People will buy what they want. 


The problem in the professions is 
to tell them the full story of den- 
tistry or medicine, so they will 
vividly call to mind a dozen good 
sales points for dentistry instead 
of the lone argument of escaping 
pain from an aching molar.

PIGEONS IN WAJR 


From time to time homing pig- 


eons have been employed in war. 
Most often this has been done when 
a city was in danger of capture, and 
had no other messenger service with 
the outside world. 


When the Christians were fight- 


ing the Turks in the Crusades, a 
pigeon played a strange part. The 
Ptolemais in Syria and the people in 
the city were holding out in the 
hope that the sultan would come 
with help. 


One day a homing pigeon flew 


low over the French and Venueti- 
ans who had surrounded Ptolemais.

idea of how it was brought down, 
but it fell into the. hands of the 
Christians. Under its wing was a 
letter from the sultan said that in 
three days he would come with an 
army. 


A new letter was placed under 


the pigeons wing, a forged letter 
with said, "You must look after 
your own safety. The sultan cannot 
send an army to help you." 


The pigeon was sent on its way 


This made the defenders of Ptole- 
mais give up the struggle. Two days 
after they surrendered, the sultan's 
army cltme, but it was too late. 


A better known case of pigeons 


being used in warfare is found in 
records of the siege of Paris during 
the Franco-Prussian war. I shall tell 
about that event in our next story. 


Homing pigeons played a part in 


the World war. When telegraph and 
telephone wires were cut between 
the front lines and the rear, mes- 
sages were placed on the legs'of 
pigeons, or under their wings, and 
many of them reached headquarters 
safely. 


Early in the present warfare. 


Great Britain's king turned over the 
pigeons in the "royal loft" to the 
fighting forces. 


Aviators of the R.A.F. (Royal Air 


Force) at times carry pigeons with 
them. When a seaplane is forced 
down and cannot send out a radio 
message, pigeons may take the call 
for help to those who will come to 
the rescue.

(Seventh In A Series). 


If you wish to be a good diver, take lessons from a competent instruc- 


tor. I myself do not pretend to be an expert diver, and offer suggestions 
only on the most elementary dive, the standing dive from the edge of the 
pool or low board. 


Stand on the edge of the pool, toes gupping the edge, feet together and 


hands behind you so as to give you momentum when the arms are swung 
forward, if you want a racing start. Otherwise, stand with the arms out- 
stretched in front and with the head down, and think of a forward som- 
ersault, as if you were simply rolling forward on a carpet. As there is 
only room to do approximately half a somersault before you hit the 
water, you go in head first without flattening out in a painful "belly flop." 


For springboard diving, first learn to keep balance by jumping up and 


down and testing the spring, with the knees stiff. The takeoff should be 
from both feet, the body held rigid while in the air, the hands together as 
they enter the water. Don't dive at all unless you're sure of the depth of 
the water.
